The Element* Which It Contains. 


The sun's diameter is 866,000 miles. 


This is about 109 times that of the 
«artb, and is nearly twice that of tho 
vnoon's orbit. 


Its volume of bulk is 1,331,000 times 


that of the earth. Its weight, calculat- 
ed from the strength of its pull upon 
the planets, is that of 327,000 earths. 


The BUU'S mean or average distance 


from us, according to tho latest dtermi- 
aations, is 92 100,000 miles. Owing to 
a slight elliptieity of the earth's orbit 
and the i'act that the sun is not exactly 
at its center we are 3,000,000 miles 
nearer the sun on the 1st of January 
than on tho lat of July. 


Light, traveling at tho rate of 180,- 


000 miles a second, requires V>% inin- 
ntes to come to us from the sun. A roil- 
way train, speeding day and night at 
the rate of 60 miles an hour, would 
cover a distance as great in 110 years. 


Tbe amount of heat radiated by tho 


sun every 4o minutes is equivalent to 
that which would be generated by the 
combustion of a chunk of the best an- 
thracite coal of the size of the moon 


If a javelin of ice 45 miles thick were 


to be hurled at the snu by some titantio 
arm, with the \elocity of light, and 
could the whole heat of tho suu be con- 
centrated upon it, tho weapon would 
melt as fast as it advanced 


Tho sun is COO,000 times as bright as 


the full inoou. 


Sunlight has 140 times tho intensity 


of calcium light and three times that of 
the electric arc light. 


The temperature of tho eun is now 


thought to be somewhere between 5,000 
and 9,000 degrees centigrade. 


This temperature is sufficiently high 


to vaporize all known substances, with 
tho possible exception of carbon. 
For 


this reason it is now held to bo probable 
that the light of tho snu comes from 
solid or liquid particles of carbon, 
which float in its otherwise gaseous 
mass near its exterior, forming in their 
aggregation 
the 
dazzling, cloudhko 


shell known as tho "photosphere " 


Tho reason for thinking that tho sun's 


light comes from intensely heated solid 
or liquid matter, though undoubtedly 
the great bulk of tho sun's mass is gas- 
eous, is that tho "spectrum" of sun- 
light (formed by causing a beam of 
sunlight to pass through a glu.-s prism) 
la "continuous"—that is, itcontaiusall 
of tho rainbow colors from roil to violet, 
and such a spectrum is given only by 
light from a glowing solid or liquid. 


The spectrum of a glowiug gas con 


sis'ts only of a greater or lew number of 
bright linuh, the intervening spaces be- 
ing dark, each gas—or metal rediu-t d 
to the gaseous Flute—giving a spectrum 
peculiar to itself 


Crossing tbo rainbow spectrum of 


sunlight arc to bo seen thousand!-of lino 
dark lines. These linos are now known 
to ho duo to tho face that nbovo iho 
inn's dazzling photosphere is an atmos- 
phere—about 5,000 miles deep—made 
of various gases and vapois of metals, 
v,hich stop or "absorb" a part of the 
enn's light in passage through them 


Those- dark limn correspond in pnsi 


tioc Hud intensity with tho bright IIIH.S 
which torni thb spectra oi various gat-es 
and metals and aio undoubtedly mustd 
by tho presonf-o of these substances in 
the sun's atmosphere,. 


About one-hull of the 70 and more 


"elements" known to terrestrial chem- 
istry have been discovered by th< so in- 
dications to exist in the nun, and .is 
tronomers aro confident that the rest ot 
the terrestrial elements are al.-y there, 
though for Fomo reason they have nut 
yet revealed themselves through tin, 
1 


spectroscope 


Some years ago astronomers were 


puzzled at finding evidence of the e.\ 
ibtence in tho sun of a substance appar- 
ently qnite abundant, which co-ild not 
bo identified by means of its. lines, with 
any known terrestrial element 
They 


named it helium 


Helium has lately been fonnd to ex- 


ist upon the earth an well as, in the sun, 
in the shape of a gas which it> contain 
ed, absorbed, m certain tare mincrals- 
clcveito, broggeritu and a few others 
It is somewhat heavier than hydrogen, \ 
but is too light to remain in a freo slate ; 
in the earth's atmosphere, just, a1- no 
hydrogen erist." upon thomnh in u fn o 
state, but only in compounds, of winch 
water is tho most important. 


Among tho elements which havo nut 


yet been found in tho snu, though it 
hardly seems possible that thr-y ;iro not 
there, are oxygon, (sulphur, phosphorus 
mercury, gold and the recently discov- 
ered gas argon. 


From what ia now known it is little 


less than cerlam that tho material ot 
which the pun and the earth consist is 
precisely the same 
Tho two bodies 


differ mainly in size and temperature 
In tho aun nearly everything i« ganeons, 
because of HH intense heat. The i-unh 
may once have been j« hot as tho bun 
now is and have bocu'Jfheu us. luminous, 
but now Us temperatnro has. fallen ho 
low that tho greater part of its sub- 
stance is in tho solid state, and only u 
small part is either liquid or gaseous. 


PLAYING CARDS. 


What the Salt* Are 8«Id t* 


Orloinnlly Ueprenented. 


There may be some among yon 


arc not acquainted with the four symbols 
open which fortunes are hourly waged. 
In tho first place, you must understand 
that cards are of French origin, having 
been invented about the year 1390 to 
drive away tho melancholy moods of 
Charles IV of France. Printing not then 
being one of the arts, cards were pain ted 
by hand, and in a syuodical canon in- 
terdicting their use by the clergy Issued 
within 20 years of their origination 
they are described as "painted little' 
leaves." Thus early you tee was recog- 
nized tho possibility of their being put 
to evil US.OF, and that they were quicldy 
s-eized upon as a medium for gaming is 
shown by the fact that 50 years after 
their invention severe edicts were passed 
against them, and tho Duko of Savoy 
only permitted women the pastime "for 
pins and needles." 


Their inventor intended the four suits 


to represent the four classes of men in 
the French kingdom. The hearts repre- 
sent the choir men or ecclesiastics, 
termed in French gens do chocur. 
The 


ciujcur was corrupted into coeur, mean- 
ing hearts, as you all know. Tho Span- 
iards, who obtained the n«o of cards 
from the French, have chalices as one 
of their suits instead of hearts, proving 
conclusively that tho ecclosiasticti were 
intended to bo represented. What we 
call "spades" were originally intended 
as pikes or the points of lances, being 
representative of the noblo or military 
class. The "diamonds," which all for- 
tune tellers tell you are indicative of 
wealth, were originally intended an 
square stono tiles and 
aro 
repre- 


sentative of the order of citizens, mer- 
chants, tradesmen and artisans. "Clubs" 
aro nothing more than tho three lea\ed 
clover, which v/as originally intended 
as tbo symbol of the husbandmen and 
peas-ants. 


Now for tho meaning of the "court" 


or "face" cards. As to tho original 
standing of the four kings there is fomo 
diffircncf) of opinion. Homo nay that tho 
king of clnbs originally represented tho 
arms of the pope, tho king of spades 
tho arms of tho king of France, the 
king of diamonds tho arms of the lung 
of t^pum, anil the king of lionets tho 
arms of tho king of England. This ex 
planation is of doubtful origin. It ia 
more likely thnt tho lour kings chnrac 
terizo tho heads ot tho Jewish, (Ireek, 
Roman ami Franki.sh empires, tho kings 
depicted being David (spades), Alexan- 
der 
(clubs), Caspar (diamonds) 
and 


Cbarlnn (hearts). In fact, to this* day 
ninny French cards bear their names.

thiiH named- Argmo (hearts), Judith 
(clubs), Rachel (diamonds) and Pall.is 
(ppadcs1)

hilled tho attention of the honso to a 
ipeech delivered by O'Contiell at a po- 
litical dinner in London, in which he 
asserted that the Tory election commit- 
tee of the day—or the committees ap- 
pointed by the house to try election 
petitions, a practice which has since 
been abolished—had stooped to "foul 
perjury" in order that their friends 
might retain their seats.

A few days later a curious scene was 


O'Connell had 
to stand up in his place in the crowded 
chamber while the speaker, James Ab- 
ercroinby, solemnly reproved him for 
"the false and scandalous imputation" 
he had cast upon "the honor and con- 
duct of members of the house. It now 
only remains," said the speaker in con- 
clusion, "that in obedience to the com- 
mands of this house I should reprimand 
you, as I now accordingly do." 


Tho reprimand, however, made no 


impression upon O'Connell. "I havo 
repented of nothing, I have retracted 
nothing," said he in the course of a 
speech he delivered when the speaker 
resumed his peat, and he concluded by 
moving for a committee before which 
to prove his charges. He subsequently 
described tho house of commons—in a 
speech delivered outside—as "six hun- 
dred ruffians."—Nineteenth Century.

Big' laundries 
are 
commonplace 


enough, but a laundry which can sub- 
stantiate its claim to being the largest 
\a the world, which uses a ton of soap 
n day and yet washes none of the pub- 
lic's linen, would seem to be an anom- 
aly. 
Such a laundry is tho one at 


Pullman, Ills., maintained by the Pull- 
man Palace Oar company for the wash- 
ing and ironing of the thousands of 
sheets, pillowcases and similar fur- 
nishings in daily use on its sleeping 
cars throughout the country. 


The building is a handsome brick and 


stone structure of two stories. 


To this building comes every morn- 


ing by express soiled linen in carload 
lots. These are delivered at the east end 
of the building in square canvas bags 
of uniform size, and each is carefully 
labeled and numbered. 
The work of 


packing aud billing the contents of 
these bags has been done at six differ- 
ent depots in the city, where an accu- 
rate record of each day's receipts and 
disbursements is kept. When the baga 
are opened at Pullman tho pieces are 
recounted and piled in a promiscuous 
heap upon the floor. No effort is made 
to return to a car the exact supplies re- 
ceived from it, save in number and 
kinds. A piece of linen on a Pullman 
car is never used a second time until is 
has been returned from tho laundry 
Thus the week's occupant of a sleeping 
car gets fresh sheets and pillowslips 
each night. 


Twelve immense brass 
hydraulic 


washers await the piles which have 
found temporary resting place ppon tho 
laundry floor. These piles aro \yheefcff 
to tho washers in roller baskets and 
consigned to their care. These washers 
are 7 feet long and 3 feet in diameter, 
and consist of large cylindrical shaped 
tubs standing ou their sides, with open- 
ings- at the tops. Inside of each tub is a 
perforated brass cylinder. It is through 
nn opening in those cylinders the liner, 
is placed, the shell holding 200 sheets 
and n proportionate amount of smaller 
articles. After the admission of hot wa- 
ter nnd a certain amount of soap the 
cylinders aro set to revolving and re 
versing automatically Pipes carry cr.ld 
and hot water to each washer and the 
hot water is always kept at 212 degress 
In twenty minutes tho washing is com- 
pleted and tho rinsing, first in hot and 
afterward in cold water, and tho addi 
tiou of the requisite amount of bluing 
conclude tho process. 
Each machine 


can wash 400 sheets per hour, and 4o,- 
000 pieces of linen a day is tho average 
amount handled. 


Tho "wringing" of tho linen is per 


formed by ten hydraulic cstractcrs 
These nro metallic circular tubs abnnt 
3 foet in diameter and 13 inches deop 
Within each is a perforated copper 
basket into which the linen is packed 
These baskets aro circular in shape and 
rovolvo 1,500 times a rninuto for 10 or 
15 minutes, throwing off the water by 
centrifugal force until the contents are 
nearly dry. When sufficiently dried the 
pieces, which are packed in almost solid 
masses, are taken out by man and placed 
in machines called tumblers. 


Those machines aro merely revolving 


wooden cylinders, with interior arrange 
incuts for shaking out tho mass con 
signed to them. In^a few moments the 
pieces aro all separated. Girls then 
empty the/ tumblers and smooth out 
tho pieces preparatory to consigning 
them to tho mangles or ironing mu 
chines. 


There are eight of the largest size du 


plex mangles for car linen. Each con 
sists of a hollow metallic cylinder I0y 
inches long and 24 inches in diameter 
Thero are also five felt covered roller^ 
corning in contact with each cylinder 
for the purpose of feeding the pieces- 
smoothly and absorbing the remaining 
moisture. After passing through (hose 
machines, the ironing portions of which 
are kept at 400 degrees by means of 
Eteam, the linen, emerges beautifully 
ironed and finished on both sides. Girls 
operate tho machines. They also fold, 
sort and tie the various articles prepar- 
atory to tho counting and packing. 


Tho packing is done in bandies con- 


\ sisting of ten sheets or 25 pillowslips, 
1 or an approximate number of napkins,, 


towels and the like. These bundles arc- 
placed in canvas boxes. Each box holds 
200 sheets or 1,000 of tho smaller pieces. 
Tho boxes are then sealed and loaded 
into cars at the west end of the build- 
ing. These cars go to tho city by express 
and tho goods are delivered to the vnri 
ous stations by express as they may be 
required. 


Tho number of employees needed to 


carry on the work npon the first floor 
of the laundry are 100 woven and one- 
fifth of that number of men. Tho latter 
aro need in the heavier operations, tho 
girls, white capped and white aproned, 
attending to tho lighter duties of tho 
placo. 


Tho second floor is devoted to starch 


work, such as coats and cups of waiters 
on tho dining cars. Hero ironing and 
polishing machines of lessor sort aro 
found. About cooperatives aro here en- 
gaged. 


Tho soap question is an all important 


ono at tho Pullman laundry. 
Fifteen 


hundred gallons of soft or diluted soap 
aro used daily. It is all made ou tho 
premises 'nnd amounts to n ton gn>s 
weight of 
tho washing 
compound 


Theso figures to 
list appreciated tliould 


bo estimated from tbo amounts ured for 
washing purposes in the ordinary house- 
hold; but few people, even in I'nllman, 
nro awaro of tho magnitude of tho coin- 
puny « laundry, llrynndtho fact thai it 
gives employment, to a largo number of 
young women mid a lesser number of 
men but little interest exi.srn in Ha 
da-ty output.—Chicago Tribune.

ics, there aro systems in India not based 
on the Vedas aud Upunishads, and 
therefore classed as heterodox by thu 
Vedists.

.Tain systems. Much has been written 
and spoken on Buddhism, but very htkl«> 
On Jainism. 


Jain (or, more properly speaking, 


Jaina) means a follower of .Tina, which 
is a generic term applied to those per- 
sons (men and women) that ba^ o con- 
quered tbe lower nature — passion, 
hatred and the like—and brought into 
prominence the highest. The Jain phi- 
losophy, therefore, bases its doctrine on 
the absolute necessity (for the realization 
of truth) of conqnering the lower na- 
ture. To the undeveloped or insufficient- 
ly developed observer, it is the conquer- 
ing of the lower nature; to tbe fully 
developed, it is the realization of tbe 
perfect. 


There lived many such Jinns in the 


past, and many will doubtless yet be 
born. The philosophy of tbe Jains there- 
fore is not essentially founded on any 
particular writing or external"revela- 
tion, but on the mifoldment oftspirituai 
consciousness, the birthright of every 
soul. 


The Jain philosophy teaches that the 


universe—the totality of realities—is 
infinite in space and eternal in time, 
bpt the same universe, considered from 
the standpoint of the manifestations oi' 
the different realities, is finite in space 
and noueternal in time. Particular parts 
of the universe have their cyclic liuvs 
corresponding to the laws of evolution

A COINAGE SYSTEM THAT WAS BORN' 


OF BRIQHAM YOUNG:' 


The Story of the Ancient and Almost1 


FottrottenDekeret Gold Money—Few 
of the Piece* Are In ExUtence «t> 
the Preneut Time. 
The ancient coinage of Ulah, the 


period •when the glittering panicles of 
yellow gold from California were mint- 
ed in a little adobe building in Salt 
Lake, has been half forgotten. 
The 


written and printed records of tfiat time, 
by a strange oversight, throw no light 
on the subject. 


Those Utahans whose memory dates 


baok to 1849 remember thp establish- 
ment of the mint, bnt the exact dates 
are oonfnsed. It was some time toward 
tho close of 1849 that the mint was in- 
angurated as a measure of public con- 
venience. Brigham Young jva& the in- 
stigator of the coinage system and exer- 
cised a personal supervision over the 
work. 


Prior to the establishment of the mint 


all gold dusfc had to be weighed when 
payments for merchandise or other ar- 
ticles were made. 
In many oaees the 


merchant with whom tbp purchaser 
was dealing had no gold'"scales, and 
much trouble resulted. The metal waa 
too precious to admit of gnesswotk in as- 
certaining the weight required to cover 
a given sum, and the customer would 
be put to the trouble of looking up 
scales to aid him in his payment. 
• Old timers disagree as to who mado 
the dies with which the gold was 
stamped into $2.50, $5, §10 and §20

hats, or great masters (saviors of man- 
kind), nro born, who, through lovo, sac- 
rifice of the lower nature (not of the 
real self) and wisdom, teach- tho true 
doctrine.

to form another body, until through 
evolutionary processes it unfolds its ab- 
solute purity. Its full perfection is then 
manifested. This perfection of thu indi- 
viduality is the Jam Nirvana, or muk- 
ti. The individuality is not merged into 
anything, neither is it annihilated. Th>j 
process of tins development, or ralva- 
tiou, may be said simply to consist in 
right realization, right knowledge and 
right life, the details of which are many. 


Personality is changing every mo- 


ment. Tho individuality is for every 
moment the particular stage of uufold- 
meut of the ego itself and is conse- 
quently the bearer of the sins and sor- 
rows, pleasures and 
enjoyments, of 


mundane life. In absolute peiijctioii 
this bearing nature is thrown oil like a 
husk, and tho ego dwells in divino and 
eternal bliss. It is not destroyed, nor is 
it merged into another ego or in a sn 
premo being, and if the question be 
asked whether in this state of runkti 
(deliveraui-tj) there is one ego or u plu- 
rality of egos I would answer in the 
words of the Jaili master: "That atmau 
by which I experienced myself and my 
essence through self realization—that I 
am; neither masculine, feminine nor 
neuter, neither one, two nor many."

New York the Railroad Center. 


"Reasoning Out a Metropolis" is the 


title of an article in St. Nicholas, writ- 
ten by Ernest Ingersoll. Mr. Ingersoll 
says: Railroads began to be built about 
1830, and the New Yorkers were soon 
pushing them out in all directions, sup- 
plying the money for extending them 
farther and farther north and west and 
connecting them into long systems con- 
trolled by one head. Other men in other 
cities did the same, but by and oy it 
was seen that no railroad between the 
central west and east could succeed in 
competition with its rivals unless it 
reached New York. The great trunk 
roads, bnilt or aided by the Baltimore 
men to serve their city, and by the 
Philadelphia peoplo to bring trade to 
them, and by tho capitalists of New 
England for thoir profit, never succced- 
fd, therefore, Sutil they had been push- 
ed on to New York, where the volume 
of commerce was coming to be as great 
as or greater than that of all the other 
American ports put together. Now Now 
York has become tho real headquarters 
of every important railway system in 
tho United States; that is, it is hero 
that tho tinanoijil operations—the money 
part of the management—are conduct- 
ed, though the superintendents of it* 


Kay and James M. Barlow. Kay was a 
mechanic and Barlow a jeweler and 
dentist. Judge Hammond of San Juan, 
who came to Utah in 1848, says that 
dies vcere made by both men. 


He thinks Kay mado the first, which 


were unsatisfactory and imperfect, and 
that Barlow made the later ones. 


Thomas Bullock was chief clerk and 


active director of the mint during its 
entire operation. Tho gold which was 
nsed came chiefly from California, much 
of it being brought hero by members of 
the Mormon battalion on their return 
from tho Mexican war. 


They carried the precious dust and 


nuggets in bnckekiii pouches to the 
mint, where it was weighed and coined 
absolutely without alloy. 
Tho mint 


building was at that time a considera- 
bly more pretentious structure than it 
is today. It was two stories high and 
contained half a dozen rooms. 
j 


The crucibles in which tho gold was 


molted were in the cellar. The primi- 
tive machine with which tho cooling 
metal was stamped into coin stood in a 
back room on the first floor. All the 
work was dono by hand and every piece 
of tho machinery was rrmdo*by Salt 
Lake artisans. 
Of necessity, no base 


inotal appeared in tho finished product. 
Twenty-five grains of gold was tho 
equivalent of a dollar. 


Tho man who had C7J.< grains turned 


that amount over to Mr. Bullock, who 
sent it at once to Messrs. Kay and Bar- 
low. It was immediately incite/I and 
turned into n coin of the vujlneol'SS.dO. 
So it was with the pieces OT 'larger de- 
nomination, and the mint customer, if 
he so desired, conld follow his metal 
with his eyes from his pouch through 
the crucible, press and stamp. 


No toll was taken out of tho gold, 


the coinage being absolutely freo. 
At 


first the §2. CO pieces were most plenti- 
ful and popular. Then a largo number 
of §5 coins were made, aud these, with 
tho first named, constituted the bulk of 
tho mint's work. Not many §10 pieces 
were minted, and the ?20 coins were 
still fewer. 


The mint ceased operations'in 1800 


because of the appearance in sufficient 
quantities of United States gold and 
Silver coins. Although the space of timo 
since the last pouch was emptied into 
Thomas Bullock's "money mill," as it 
was called, is comparatively short, few 
of the coins are known to bo in exist- 
ence today. Because of their purity they 
wore rapidly, and as a consequence de- 
teriorated in valne by erosion. 


Many of them were remelted and 


mado into necklaces, chains and other 
articles of jewelry. Apostle Brigham 
Young has a watch chain that was 
made from two of tbe $20 pieces. Ho 
had the chain made in Switzerland while 
in that country some years ago. B. H. 
Pierce has one $20 coin, and se-\eral 
others are in possession of Salt Lakers. 


When President Brigbarn Young died 


in 1877, his executors, in going over 
his personal property, found a locked 
strongbox. On forcing the lid'a num- 
ber of the coins of the period described 
were found. They covered all^ho de- 
nominations, and were sold at auction, 
bringing a preminm over their faco 
value. President Young's son, Apostle 
Biigham Yonug, at that timer^ecnred 
six'of the $5 denomination, which he 
still has. The others werers(ja||pred in 
such a way as to make it impossible to 
trace |;hem.

Two sets of dies were nsed for; the 8!> 


pieces. The first set, as has been statfr3. 
proving unsatisfactory, another set was 
made. No milling appears on tho edges 
except in the last issnes.

Tho lettering and other technical 


points on both sets were imperfect, but 
the coins served their day and, purpose 
well. They passed current at" their face 
valne as readily ontside of Utali as 
within its borders. 


Tho California elug circulated also 


very freely here and was nsccrfoT other 
purposes besides money. Apostlo Brig- 
ham Young said recently thafe^ a, boy 
he had frequently seen merr- pi tilling1 
qnoits with California slogs.—Salt Lake 
Tribune.

The Second Almshouse "Was Situated 


On The Site Of The Old Court 


House On Court Street. 


Portsmouth claims—and it is not 


\nown that the claim has ever been 
disputed—to have been the first place 
n the world to establish a 
public 


almshouse, or "pauper 
workhouse." 


as such institutions were once called. 
The town records show that at a town 
meeting held April 9, 1711, it was \ot- 
d that an almshouse be built; and 
:hat such a building was 
erected. 


and the town paupers housed in it by 
:he selectmen and set at work, in 
1716.. It was not until 1723 that the 
British parliament passed an act es- 
tablishing of parish workhouses, alter 
which the ' unions" came into use in 
England and elsewhere. 


The first Portsmouth almshouse was 


built on the ground now occupied by 
Music hall, and was visod until 175(5 
when the inmates wore transferred 10 
a new building on the site ot what is 
now known as the old Court house on 
Court street. 


This second almshouse was con- 


tinued as such until 1831, when the 
big structure known as the 
Poitt- 


mouth almshouse, was built under the 
superintendence of the late William 
Tucker, on a faum of 1(!5 acres bought 
by the town, on the Christian Shore 
side of the North Mill pond, the in- 
mates being transferred trom tho old 
almshouse to tho now one Nov. 12 in 
that year, and the lato Hoboit Noal 
being the first superintendent oi the 
new almshouso and town farm. 


The last almshouse wab a very largo 


building for its day, being 150 loot 
long and 41 foet wide, tour stoiU'f, 
high, including tho basement, and con- 
taining H7 finished rooms, besides a 
chapel, r>;i feet long and 38 foot wide 
in which religious services wore held 
every Sunday tor many years 
by 


Portsmouth clergymen of various do 
nominations.

and though put up in one season was 
evidently built on honor. 
An alder- 


manic 
committee 
appointed 
some 


years ago to thoroughly inspect and

Seas NlBetj-SeveE Tears. 


Was Built In 1805 At Tta Old Shipyard 


In Arslmry, Mass. 


It IB Asserted That The Polly Is The 


Oldest Coasting Vessel Afloat. 


The schooner Polly, now lying at 


Broughton's wharf, loaded with lime, 
has seen more years of service than 
any vessel that has visited this port 
in a long time. The Polly was built in 
1805 in the old ship yard at Amesbury, 
Mass., and she is therefore 
ninety- 


seven years old. The Polly is not a 
large schooner, her net tonnage being 
just short of. forty-six tons. 
She is 


owned by H. B. and U H. Webber, ot 
dockland, Maine, and is 
under the 


charge on the present trip of Captain 
Charles Perry. 


"This is the oldest boat you ever 


stopped aboard, young man," said Cap- 
ain Perry to a Chronicle reporter on 
Sunday. "The; Polly is older than the 
rigato Constitution, which used to lie 
at this navy yard, and is the oldest ves- 
sel of any Kind now in commission of 
which 1 have any knowledge.
